        b)   50% of any fund balance above the initial 
               $50 million will go into a fund to maintain, 
               refurbish and repair the County's physical assets; 

        c)   50% of any fund balance above the initial 
               $50 million will be returned to the Departments in 
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               proportion to their contribution to the fund 
               balance; and 

        d)   If it is determined that additional funds are 
               available from LACERA, 50% be designated for 
               budget uncertainties and the remainder be 
               designated for public safety needs, including 
               the opening of Twin Towers.
